Sho has confessed, and is 
now locked up at the Chicago avenue 
police station charged with the mur- 
der. The case is one or the most extraor- 
dinary in the history of crime in this city. 
Schreincr was a carpenter, living at 201 
Moha\vk street, and tho family consisted 
of his wife, Mary llngdalcr. Schrciner, his 
mother-in-law, Mrs. Magner. and William, 
Kt'ifl'er,a boarder. Last Sunday, a week a^o 
Schrciiie-r was away all day and became, 
drunk. He went homo at U o'clock at night 
and he and ills wife und Keiffcr drank sev- 
eral pails of beer. Mrs. Schreiqor tried 
to jjot her husband to bed about midnight, 
but he had fallen asieep at the foot of tlio 
stairway lending to the flat whero they 
lived, ur.d would not move, During tho 
night, or, rather, early in tho morning, ho 
was seen running down tlio alley on flro, 
and when stopped and the Jive put out was 
terribly burned. Death ended his agony on 
tho following morning. His wife, Mrs. 
Wagner, and KeifL'cr denied all knowledge 
of the affair, but yesterday Mrs. Schrciner 
acknowledged her guilt, Her story, to 
which sho made an nflldiu-it, is as follows:
